The following rules, pertaining 
primarily to the consumption of 
alcoholic beverages, will be in 
effect at the picnic as announced 
by picnic chairman Don Reetz;

guilty of disorderly conduct. Two 
deputy sheriffs and members of 
the Alcohol Beverage Control 
will be on duty from 12:00 noon 
to 12:00 midnight to enforce these 
regulations. 
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Fratmen Launch 
Raft Race Today

Albright, Admissiong Officer, gaid 
that this would help graduating 
seniors to help fulfil their pro- 
gram. 

The nsw policy reads as fol- 
lows: Approved candidates for 
degrees at the completion of the 
1958 Fall semester, who make 
application for graduation prior 
to July 1, 1958, will be given the 
privilege of registering on 
Wednesday, September 17. Such 
students will receive a registra- 
tion authorization on or about 
September 10.

Final Action 
By Counail 
On Graham 


The Student Council took 
final action Monday in in- 
viting Reverend Billy 
Graham to speak at Sacra- 


mento State. The tinal mo- 
tion was made by Mike Linn, 
ASSSC secretary-treasurer, 
to extend the invitation to 
Billy Graham to speak on 
this campus on a topic of his 
own choosing, at no expense 
to the ASSSC, coordinated 
by the Student Association, 
pending the approval of the 
Executive Council of the col- 
lege.” 

Bob McCarthy, Junior Class 
president, reported that there 
were a group of local people who 
were willing to finance Graham's 
trip if necessary, to prevent the 
use of ASSSC funds. McCarthy 
said that the group wanted to re- 
main anonymous, but that they 
were reputable persons. 

The Council discussed the fact 
that there would have to be a 
consideration by the Executive 
Council concerning just how the 
money would be appropriated. 

The motion was passed by a 
unanimous decision with three 
abstentions. 

Bruce Porter, present ASSSC 
president, and Lee Elam, next 
year’s president, reported on their 
trip to the annual Pacific Stu- 
dent President's Association con- 
vention. The convention was held 
at the University »f Oregon. 
Porter led a discussion on orien- 
tation of new students. He said 
that other colleges were favor- 
ably impressed with SSC’s hand- 
book for new students. 

Requests by the Photo Club 
Baptist Student Union to re- 
activate were approved by the 
council. 

The Council also approved the 
Cabinet’s recommendation for 
boxing awards.

To explain to those who signed 
the petition about Billy Graham 
and then learned that the peti- 
tion had been withdrawn, I am 
writing this letter. 

When many of those people 
signed the petition, it was not 
evident that there would be so 
much misunderstanding about 
such a simple issue (i.e., objec- 
tion to proselytizing on campus).

I have been quite surprised at 
the number of people who were 
all for the petition until they 
found out the pressure that was 
being applied by their true, blue 
friends. 

I would like to thank those who 
are still supporting the issue. 

I think that I could have han- 
dled the situation in a different 
manner. I still feel that the point 
ig a valid one, but the miscon- 
struencies have caused some 
negative publicity for the campus. 
For this I apologize. 

The council has made their de- 
cision, and in all fairness to the 
council, it was to their credit 
that their consideration was 4 
deliberate and w‘vell considered 
one. They are probably right in 
their belief that Graham will give 
an academic talk. And they did 
consider the problem of financing 
the speaker by other funds. 

But I still disagree on several 
points. I think the money could 
be better used for something 
more educational than for a 
“name” speaker. But this is just 
one opinion against another. 

The real objection I have is 
that some precedence or stand- 
ard has not been set in inviting 
religious speakers. A Student Ac- 
tivities committee met to make a 
decision about a religious group 
that admitedly wanted to make 
students aware of the need of 
Christian fellowship at Sacra- 
mento State. Of course this was 
a different situation in the fact 
that their motives were not at all 
veiled. 

But I think that there wre cer- 
tain similarities that could apply. 
It was the committee's conten- 
tion that it would be contrary to 
college policy te sponsor such a 
group under the auspices of the 
Associated Students. If I remem-

ber correctly, this was their opin- 
ion (among others that were eX- 
pressed). The vote of the com- 
mittee was unanimous, It seems 
that there was at least an expres- 
sion of potential standard to be 
set 


Now it seems that what's good 
for the goose ig good for the gan- 
der. Could not some uniform 
standard be applied when invit- 
ing speakers of any religious de- 
nomination. Are we to say that 
we are to apply this principle 
only to persons of questionable 
integrity? Can we say that one 
speaker of religior. is more re- 
sponsible than another? 

Who will be 
the first among you to go to the 
PTA meetings, 10 yeers hence, 
and complain that some teacher 
was giving prayer lessons in 
class ?
